That was a dark 
night, when men went abour to = out the Sun which broughe 
them light. Who can bur wonder, to ice how Chriſt andrhey 
for wnom Chriſt came, were occupied atone time? whenrhey 


. deviſed mitchicf againſt him, aud fought all means to deſtroy 
« him, then he conſulted how to fave them, and inſtiruted the 


ſame night this bleſſed Sacrament, to convey all his graces and 
bleſſings unto them, Even that night when they betraied him. The 
reaſon why this a&tion was deferred uncil-night, is, beeauſe that 
was the time appointed by the Law to cat the paſs-over which Fhy 6 
was like a Predcceffor of this Sacrament. The reafon why Tn. 
he deterr'd it untill his laſt nighr, was,bccaute the paſſeover could redar nighs 
not be ended betore the fulneſs of time, and the true paſchal Why ir 
Lamb were come to be lain in ſtead of the other. Therefore _ went 
how fitly did Chriſt end the Paſs-over, wn was a ſign of his laſt viehw 
ſufferings, fo preſently before his ſuttering; And beds how | 
ſweetly did he confirm his Diſciples fairh, when as rhey thould 
ſec that the next day performed before their eyes, which over 
night both in the Pats-over and in the Sacrament, was fo lively 
retembled unto them ? if any man from this do gather, thatyyyy ye 
we ought to cat the Lords ſupper ar night, as Chriſt did, hereceivenee 
muſt underitand ' that we have nor the ſame cauſe to do forthe Lord's 
which Chriſt had, becauſe of the Paflover.

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Touching the manner, He took Bread, and when he had gevert 


thanks, he brake it and gawe it unto them. He would not ear it, nor 
break ir, before he had given thanks ro God. What nced he 
which was God, give thanks ro God, but to thew us what we 
ſhould do when we ear our ſelves? 1n all things gzve thanks 
( faith Paul ) whereby we declare rhat all things come from 
God : but the wicked bclieve caſter that God doth take, than 
that he doth give, and therefore chey never pray heartily unto 


him for any thing, norfcelingly thank him for it. For which 


the-Lord complaineth, ſaying : 7 have loved you, yet ye fay, where- 
in haſt thou loved us * Shewing-that we arc worte then the Ox, 
which knoweth his feeder. And if that we acknowledg all 
things from God, yet we do like Lot, 1s it not alittle one, 
( faith he ) when he craved to go unto Zoar? as though ir 
7ere:not much which he asked : ſo we minceand extenuatethe 
gifrs of God, before we receive them and after : like them 
which have a. grace for dinner, and none for breakfaſt, as 


though they had their dinners trom'God, and breakfaſts of 


their own. | 

Our example did not fo, although ir was but bread which 
he :cceived, yct he was more thanktul for bread, rhan many 
which bury thc touls, and fiſhes, afid beaſts in their belly : for 
if account of all were kept, for one. that prayeth; Give us thrs 
day our daily bread, a hundred take their bread, and meat, and 
ſleep roo which never pray for it. 

After he had given thanks, he brake it, and gave unto them, and 
ſaid. Take, eat ; for-when he had given thanks-to God, then it 
was ſanCtified, and bleſſed, and lawtul to cat. So when thou 
{crveſt God, then it is lawful for thee ro uſe Gods bleſſings, then 
thou maiſt cat and drink as Chriſt did, but not betore : for 
theſe things were created to Herve them which ferve God : if 
thou docſt nor ſerve him for them, thou encrocheſt upon Gods 
bleſſings, and ſtealeſt his crearures, which are no more thine 
then thou art his : for the good-God creared all things for good 
men, as the devils poſſeſſions are reſerved for eyil men. 

Therefore as Chriſt would nor break the bread beforc he had 


. giverrthanks to-the founder, ſo know, that there is ſome thing 


ro be done before thou receive any benefit of God, and preſume 


not to uſe his creatures with more liberty than his Son did,

Blood, whereby we eat the ſame Body 
which dyed ufon the Croſs ;, and drink the ſame Blood which 1Jued out 
of hzs ſide. That you may ſee the blindnels of this Popiſh Dream, 

would have you but mark every word of the Scripture, how 
they make againft Tranſubſtantiaton, that ye may ice them {lain

46.18.14. ſpeak againſt himſelf, fo the Scriptures which Papiſts and other

which wounded their own flcſh. 1 may liken their al cgations 
ro Satan's when he tempted Chriſt in the Wilderneſs, he al- 
ledged but one ſentence ot Scripture for himſclf, and that Plalm 
outof which he borrowed it made fo plain againſt him, that he 
was neceſſitated ro pick here a word and there a word, and leave 
out that which went before, and skip in the midſt, and omir 
that which came after, or clic he had marr'd his cauſe.

yet as the Devil alledged Scripture, tho' it made not for him bux 
againſt him ; ſo do the Libertines, Eficwes and Hereticks, as tho' 
they had learncd at his School. 

Now there is no fentence of the Scripture, which the wiſer 
Papiſts alledge boldly for Tranſubſtantiation but this, that Chritt

Now that ye may ſce, that nor we. only ſay it is Bread and 
Wine aftcr rhe Conſecration; in.che 27. verſe, Chriſt himſelf 
doth call ir Bread and Wine after he had given it, as he did 
before. And in Mark he faith, 7 will drink no more of the fruit of 
the Vine. Here Chriſt faith, that ic was the Fruit of the Vine 
which he drank; but his Blood 1s,not the Fruit of Vines, bur 
Winc, thercfore Wine was his drink, and not Blood, 

Beſide, if you would hear Paul cxpound Chriſt, he ſheweth 
that all our Fathers had the ſame fubſtance of Chriſt in their 
Sacraments, that wc have in ours; for he faith, They all did eat 1-£97-10-4 
the ſame Firitual meat, and all drank the ſame Spiritual drink, Straight + 4- 
he ſairh, that thrs meat, and this drink was Chriſt, Mark that he verſe + 
ſaith nor onely, They did eat the ſame meat that we eat; but. he 5 
faich, that thrs meat was Chriſt : and-nor only fo, but roſhew thar 
Chritt isnor a corporal mecar, as the Papiſts-ſay; he faith, he is 
a ſpiritual mear as we fay : therefore you ſee .chat we do not 
car him corporally, no more then our Fathers, but that as they 
did car him ſpiricually, ſo do we for ſpiritual mear muſt be 
caten ſpiritually, as corporal meat is caten corporally. 

Apain, for the {igns to be turned into the thing ſignified by

Now the 
Jews had in their Paſſover, Bread and Wine, and a Lamb: So our 
Saviour Chriſt inſticucing his laſt Supper, left Bread and Wine, 


Mer.26-25 1nd a Lamb : the which name is given to himſelf, becauſe he 


Jem 19. came like a Lamb, and dyed like a Lamb. 


Again, if Chriſt's very Body were offcred in the Sacrament, 
then it were not a Sacrament, but a Sacrifice, which rwo differ 
as much as giving, and taking : for in a Sacrifice we give, and in 
a Sacrament we reccive, and therefore we ſay our Sacrifice, and 
Chriſt's Sacrament.

I anſwer, though this ſeem dark to Papiſfts, yet it. was. not 
dark to the Apoſtles, rhey underſtood his meaning well enough, 
and all rhe reli for 1215 years after Chriſt, before Tranſubſtan- 
tiation was ſpokerroff.. If the Apoſtles had nor underſtood his 
meaning, they would not ſtick to ask him, as their manner 
was, until they were acquainted with Chriſt's phraſe, whenſo- 
ever they doubted upon ws *+ his ſpeeches, they were wont to 
come unto him and ſay; Maſter, what zs the meaning ? but the 
were uſed to ſuch phraics : for it was Chriſt's manner to teac 
by ſimilitudes, ſhewing 'one thing by another, which is the 
x Gwe? manner of teaching, and moſt uſed in holy Scripture, 
eſpccially in the Types and Shadows of this Sacrament. For 
example, Chriſt calleth the. Lamb the Paſſover, in __ where- 
of this Sacrament ſucceeded, and rherefore preſently after they 
had eaten the Paſſover, Chriſt inſtirured rhe Sacrament to be 
aſed for it.

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If every Sacrament was called by the thing which it ſignified, 


and yet never any Sacrament wastaken forthe thing it ſclt; what 


reaſon have they to take this Sacrament for the thing it ſelf more 


than all the reſt? Ir is the conſent of all Writers, that a Sacra- 
ment is a ſign, therefore not the thing {1gnihed: no more than 
the Buſh atthe Door is the Wineintne Seller. If Icall the Prince 
a Phacnix, the Univerſity a Fountain, the Court a Peacock, the 
City a Sea, the Countrey an Hermite: why, canthe Papiſts un- 
derſtand me, and not underſtand Chritt ? 

What a dark. and ſtranye, and intricate, and incredible ſpeech 
had thisbecn forthemrto underſtand grolly, and literally: Would 
they think that they did cat Chriſt's body, when his body {tood 
before them, and he had told them before that his body waslike 
their body? Nay this would have requircd more words, and 
made them come again; with Maſter, what is the meaning ? for 
they wcrenot ſo inſtructed yer before the ReſurreCtion, to beheve 
every thing without queſtioning, if it were contrary to fenſe'and 
reaſon : bur as they asked, who had given him any mear, then 
he ſaid that he had meat, and they could ſee none; fo they 
would have asked, what meat is this which we ſee not > How 
can every one of us cat his body, and yer he hath but one body, 
and that body is whole when we car it ? Loe, he ſtanderh be- 
fore us and faith, that his body 1s like unto ours, and yet he 
takes bread and breaks it, and gives it unto us to car, and when 
weeat it, he faith, Thzs zs my body, and yet his body ſtands be- 
fore us ſtill. If his body be like ours { as he faith) how can ir 
be caten, and be there, tor ourscannor ? Thus they would have 

ueſtioned, if they had not been uſed to ſuch phraſes: bur as 
they could underſtand him, when he called himſelf a Stone, a 
Rock, a Door, a Window, and a Vinc: ſo they pickt out his 
meaning when he had faid that Bread was his body : for he had 
told them before, that he was the Bread of Eternal Life. 

Now the bread of Eternal Life is not catcn with teeth, for the 
body cannot ear ſpiritually, no more than the Soul can eat cor- 
porally ; and therefore he 1s ſuch a Bread as is caten with Faith, 
and ſo himſelt ſaith in the Goſpcl of St. 7059n. Mark this cating 
by Faith, and all the 1crife is ended. Fleſh and Blood indced 
need not fairh ro chew them, for the tecth can chew them 

zcll enough. Therefore if the Bread and Wine were the bod 
of Chriſt, then we need nor faith to ear it, but all thoſe on 
| "ave 
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have tceti might cat Chriſts body, yea the Mice might ear it as 
well as Mzn, tor they ear the ſame Bread that we do, as well

If this bee not enough to batter the ruines. of this upſtart 
Hereſte, I will come to Interrogatorics, and fee wherhey, they 
have learned ir by rote, or by reaſon.

Chriſt hath nar a mortal body to give unto them. It they tay, 
thar they receive his glorified body, rhen they muſt fly trom 
this Text : for at that time Chriſt had not any glorified body. 

When this Sacrament was inſtiruted, and Chriſt ſaid, Tir zs 
my Body, his body was not gloriticd, becauſe the Sacrament was 
inſtirured before his Death, and his body was gloriticd after his 
Reſurrection. Therefore it they receive the tame body which 
the Apoſtles received, as they ſay they do, they cannor receive 
a glorified body, becauſe then Chriſt had'not a glorified body 
tro Communicate unto them. 

T hus the Rocks and Sands are of both ſides them, rhey re- 
ceive a body neither mortal nor immortal : If Chritt have any 
ſuch body, judg you.

ſay when he ſecrh a thing like his body, Thzs zs my Body ? 

I ſhewed you before, x Jn every Sacrament is called by the 
name of the thing which ir doth fignitic, and therefore why 
ſhould we ſtumble at this more then the reit ? Thereaſon why 
the ſigns haverche name of the things, is ro ſtrike a deeper re- 
Verence in us, to receive this Sacrament of Chriſt reverently, 
{incerely, and holily, as if that Chritt were there prefent in 
body and blood himſelf. 

And lurely, as he which defaccth rhe Queens Seal is convi- 
&ed of Contempt and  T reaſon to her own Perſon ; fo he 
which prophaneth the Sealsof Chriſt, doch not Worſhip Chriſt, 
but deſpite him, and thar contempr ſhall be required of him, as 
if he had contemned Chriſt himſeif. This is the Reaſon why 
Chriſt callech the f1gns of his body his body, ro make us take 

this Sacrament reverently, becauſe we are apt to contemn it, as 
the Zews did their Manna. 
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It followeth ; Ds. this in remembrance of me : That is, theſe Verſe 24- 
Signs ſhall be a remembrance, of my Death : Wher you break 
the Bread you ſhall remember the wounding of my body, and 
when you drink the Wine you ſhall remember the ſhedding of 
my blood. If we do this in remembrance of Chriſt's body, - 
which was broken like the Bread, it is an Argument that his 
body is not there, becauſe remembrance'is not ot things preſent, 
but of things abſent ; we remember not, but we ſec that which 
is before us. This might put the Papiſts in remembrance that 
Chriſt is not Sacrificed now, when we do but remember his 
Sacrifice; this is not Chriſt's Sacrifice, but a remembrance of his 
Sacrifice : he was Sacrificed before, and now ir is applied, leſt 
his Sacrifice ſhould be in vain. This was done once really, when 
he offered himſelf upon the Croſs,theref': re that offering was cal- 
led a Sacrifice, -becauſe he was facrificed*ndeed; bur this offering 
is called a Sacrament, þbecaule it is but 4 ſign of his Sacrifice.

Pament, but he calleth it a New Teſtameni : which words never 
met together before, as though the Law were for the old man 
ro mortiftie kim, and the Goſpel for the new man to 'comfort 
bim again : or, as if the Old Teffament had fo waſh'd her Face, 
and chang'd her Apparel at Chriſt's coming, that one would 
not think' it the ſame, but a New Teſtament , becauſe even now 
ſhe was ſhadowed with a Thouſand Ceremonies, and now they 
are gone from ber, like a miſt at the Sun-rifing.

others, we would have ſifted them like Satan. Satan hath de- 
fired to ſift thee, (ſaith Chriſt to Peter) ſo we have a deſire to 
fift others. Even Peter which was ſifted of Satan, longed to ſift 
Fobn, and know what he ſhould do, before he harkened to his 
own charge. ' Therefore the help of examination 1s a needfull 
preſervative, altho' we were as ſound as Peter. They whichare 
ſuſpeed of a crime, do not examine themſelves, burtare exa- 
mined of others, leſt they ſhould be partial : but a Chriſtian 
muſt examine himſelf of his crime, and be. his own judge, his 
own accutrr, and his own condemner : for no man knaweth 
the ſpirit of man, but the ſpirit which is in man, which Avill 
condemn him if he be guilty, and tet! him all chat he hath 
done, and with mind he did it, and with what mind he did ir, 
and what he deſerveth for it. This is the private arraignment, 
or cloſe ſeſſions, when Conſtience ſits in her chair to examine, 
and accuſe, and judge, and condemn her ſelf, becauſe ſhe will 
*not be condemned of God. 

Thus holy men have kept their ſeſſions at home, and made 
their hearts the fore-man of the Jury, andexamine themſelves 
as we examined others, the fear of the Lord ſtood at the door 
of their ſouls, to examine every thought before it went in, 
and at the door of their lips, to examine every word before it 
went out, whereby they eſcaped a thouſand ſins which we com- 
mit, as though we had no other work. So thou ſhouldſt fir 
in judgment of thy ſelf, and call thy thoughts, and ſpeeches, 
and ations, to give in eyidence againſt thee, whether thou be 
a Chriſtian or an Infidel, a ſon, or a baſtard, a ſervant, or a 
rebell, a Proteſtant, or an Hypocrite: if thou find not faith, 
nar fear, nor love, nor zeal, when thou examineſt| thy ſelf, 
let no man make thee believe that thou art holy, that thou art 
ſanCtified, that thou art a Chriſtian, that thou arr a believer, 
that thou art a Goſpeller, becauſe thou art worſe than thou 
ſeemeſt thy ſelf: for every man is partial to himſel! when he 
is moſt humbled. |

ſhall I believe before my ſelf? As Solomon ſaith, No man cav 
ſearch the heart of the King : io Paul faith . No man knoweth the
